@leep—they yenerally belong to 
the barbiturate group—and those 
that aro ustd to reduce tension. 

'., Many: of « thesp. slow-acting 
sedatives can bo bought with- 


out a doctor's prescription, but 
no scedative—slow or quick— 
should be laken without first 
getting some medical advice. If 
peitisted in they can cause some 
rather serious troubles. 

NEVER get a sedative from 
your doctor and then try to 
boost It by taking ‘an extra 
sedative which you can buy 
without a prescription, “Aspirin 
is often used in this connection 
and it hus little effect in settling 
the nerves. It’s q@ pain reliever, 
not a sedative, ‘ 


VERY POPULAR 


The craze for tranquillisers 
has spread rapidly and they are 
now enormously popular, They 
don't settle the nerves like the 
barbiturates; it is believed that 
they act on the mind in such a 
way that you come to look. at 
your troubles in a dispassionate 
sort of way. 

Tranquillisers have their uses 
—-for instance, I find them u 
great help to bercaved people or 
to those bout to undergo some 
ordeal like an examination. In 
the latter case it is essential to 
have o “trial. run” first. They 
can help you to fail in on 
examination, 

But it la a pity that they can 
so often be bought over the 
counter fer occasionally they 
have alarming ill-effects, such 
as tho production of jaundice. - 


EXPERT ADVICE 


Finally, try to enjoy your 
life within the Limits of your 
iphysical cnpabilitics and your 
bank’ pbolance. If your netves 
do give trouble always get ex- 
pert advice early on and then

AN increase in business here has started com- 


petition among textile, 


light manufacturing 


and other-industries to employ additional teen-age 


girl workers. 


Recruiting officers of many big 
factories are searching for girls 
undcr 18 years of age who wish 
to work in a modern factory. 

The inducements include ad- 
vance payment of wages and 
lessons in the Japanese tea 
ceremony and flower arranging. 

Small weaving mills and other 
workshops, usually situated near 
villages, are making every effort 
to persuade parents to let their 
daughters leave the farms, pros- 
perous because of bumper rice 
crops in recent years, for the 
industries, 

The textile mills, which cut 
their Inbour force substantially 
during the 1957/58 recession, did 
not employ staff in March this 
year, when 15-year-old = girls 
sought employment after leaving 


school. 
RECOVERY 


The mill owners could not 
foresee Japan’s present uncx~ 
pected recovery in the textile 
market and the export trade. — 

A large — percentage of this 
year's teen-age female lJabour 
force is working in factories 
manufacturing transistor radio 
sets, television sets, refrigerators 
and other electrical appliances.

He has made politics seem the 
easiest game of all—by advanc- 
ing in seven years from pback- 
bencher to Minister of ‘Health 
and now from Minister of Labour 
to Colonlal Secretary, 

No politiclan in the post-war 
years has climbed the promotion 
ladder with such incredlt 
as Mecleod. ‘He did not enter 
Partiament until 1950 and he did 
not even trouble to. touch the 
rung of junior minister on his 
way UD. ; 

Like all successful pollticlans 
he has forged ahead by scizing 
his epportunitics and explolting 
them to the full. The great op- 
portunity of his career came one 
evening in 1962, 

The time was 6.35. The place: 
the House of Commons. The 
occesion: a debate on the Health 
Service estimates. The op- 
portunity, when Mr Speaker 
happened to single out Macleod 
to follow Mr Anourin Bevon. 

Bevan, who had just delivered 
a powerful speech, was the 
father af the National Health 
Service. Macleod was then an 
unknown back-bencher, Yet this 
was the chance for which he 
hud waited nearly three years. 

He began: “I want to deal 
closely and with relish with the 
vulgar, crude and intemperate 
speech to which the House has 
Just. Ilstened...." 

Then he proceeded to carve up 
Bevan with a forceful and 
devastating speech which they 
still talk about in the House of 
Commons today, More Iim- 
portant hls atteek on the dery 
Welshman impressed Sir Wins- 
ton Churchill! who happened to 
be among the few Members in 
the Chamber at the time. 


HOT SEAT 


Within a few weeks fain 
Macleod was tppointed Minister 
of Health, He was 38, - 

The position was a “natural’ 
for Macleod. His father and 
grandfather were doctors and 
for many years he had made'a 
special] study of the Health 
Service, 8 

Bul he never presumed that 
he knew the job well. As 
Health Minister he set aside one 
day a week to visit hospitals— 
“not to inspect them, but to 
learn... .” 

Tragically, however, he was 
brought into close contact with 
one of the problems of his own 
department when his wife, Eve, 
wns crippled by pollo, 


ble speed . 


‘Commonwealth 


As Health Minister, Macleod 
showed clearly that he had the 
ndility for higher office. In 1056, 
he wes an obvious choice for 
Ministér of Lebour, a post held 
for four reluctant years by Sir 
Walter Moncktor—22 yoars his 
senior. 

At 42, Macleod moved into the 
“hot sent” at St James's Square. 
At that time the job cf Labour 
Minster was regarded as the 
foughest assignment within the 
Government. 

Will Maclecd make this job 
Jook easy, 100? Only Ume will 
tell, for so far he ‘has given 
Uttle hint of his feelings about 
and = Colonizl 
problems. But ctrtainly he has 
the personal attributes to make 
a success of the job. 


FRIENDLY 


He Is friendly and imperturb- 
able, an Intetlectual but also a 
humanitarian, Moreover, he has 
the “common man” touch— 
enilsting in the war as a private, 
ving ‘in an ordinary London 
suburb, and reaching the top 
without. nny special odvantages. 

Ho $s ‘one of the few 
leading Tories who aid not go to 
Eton. But he ls a public school 
man (Fetles) and he read his- 
tory at dee. 

"In those days, he showed 
no special interest in polltics. 
‘His great passion was bridge. 
At 22 ho represented England 
at the gamo and then became 
bridge correspondent of the 
Aunday Times. 

It was more by accident than 
choice that Macleod entered 

Hitles, After the war he 
joined his father—a doctor in 

‘orkshirc—on a fishing holiday 
on the Jsland of Lewis (Outer 
Hebrides). During thelr visit 
the election was announced, 

Macleod Senfor, on ardent 
admirer of Churchill, was horri- 
fied that no Conservative had 
come forward to do battle for 
the Western Isles, He told his 
son: “If no one will ccme for- 
ward, then you'll have to slind.” 

So, rather reluctantly, Major 
Macleod fought for the . constl- 
tuency of his ancestors. ‘He lest 
the battle but the Tory Party 
gained an outstanding new 
recruit. 

Macleod discovered that he 
enjoyed the cut-and-thrust of 
political battle, thgt he could 
speak surprisingly well, and that 
the issues af the day really 
excited him. So, In 1946, he

joined the research staff ct the 
Conservative Central . Office, 
London, ns one of the backroom 
boys under R. A. Butler.
